and pass a radical silver bill—but it is 
improbable that Mr. Roosevelt will 
permit it to become law, or that the 
congress will force it into law over a 
presidential veto.

WASHINGTON — (/}>) — Speaker 


Rolney and the silver bloc swerved 
from alignment Friday with the ad- 
ministration and the house 
coinage 


committee chairman, and agreed to 
force a test vote Monday on the sil- 
ver bills which lack the approval of 
the secretary of the Treasury. 


•After a conference with the silver 


Woe, which Chairman Somcrs, Dem- 
ocrat, New York, of the coinage com- 
mittee left when he was accused of 
being unfriendly toward silver leg- 
islation, Riiincy announced bills by 
Representative Dies, Democrat, Texas, 
and Representative Fiesingcr, Demo- 
crat, Ohio, would 
be 
brought 
up 


Monday under a suspension of the 
rules. 


The procedure requires a two-thirds 


majority for passage. Rainey said he 
thought both bills would receive a 
majority but that the Dies bill had 
the .best chance of passing. 


The silverites who talked with Rain- 


en conferred -Thursday with Secre- 
tary Morgenthau about the bills. It 
was said the secretary thought there 
should be no silver legislation for a 
while. His opinion was reported to be 
the same as that ascribed to President 
Rooseveil—that nothing further should 
be done for silver until there was op- 
portunity to determine the results of 
what already has been done. 


Go To Speaker 


The silver bloc disagreed and took 


its case to Rainey Friday. Rainey read 
two newspaper headlines from the 
same pa]>cr—one saying Morgcnthau 
had barred further silver legislation 
and the other reporting a drop in 
the price of silver and wheat. 


"These headlines arc a complete an- 


swer to 
Mr. 
Morgcnthau," Rainey 


said, Somcrs told newspapermen he 
would support the Dies bill and op- 
pose that of Fcisingcr, The Dies bill 
would authorize the secretary of the 
Treasury to pay a 25 per cent prem- 
ium above the world price for silver 
shipped into this country in payment 
for exported

commodities. 
The

LITTLE ROCK,—In a pistol duel at 


close quarters with two hold-up men, 
George P. Anderson, aged 40, com- 
mercial policeman, wounded one of 
tho pair and was shot in the right 
thigh Friday night. 


Miss Rose Reith was chatting with 


Anderson in front of a house whon 
the holdup occurred. She was not 
injured, nor was she robbed1. 


Both tho holdup men and a thrid, 


who stood watch across the street, es- 
caped. Police were watching the hos- 
pitals for the wounded robber. 


Miss Relth told police she was walk- 


ing home from church about 10 p. m. 
when she sa wthrec young men loi)ng- 
ing in a closed filling station at Twen- 
ty-thrld and Arch streets in the area 
which Anderson patrols. 


They followed her as she passed, 


laughing and talking, but she paid no 
attention to them. When she met An- 
derson she paused to talk with him, 
ad neither noticed the two young men 
cross the street had appriached them. 


Both produced guns, one "covering" 


Anderson and the other pointing his 
weapon at'Miss Rcith, 


"Give me that purse," the Latter de- 


manded of Miss Rcith.

Before she could comply, Anderson 


lunged at his assailant, produced his 
own gun and began firing The other 
bandit turned on him and began fir- 
ing, a bullet striking Aderson in the 
right thigh. 


One of tho robers went down in the 


gutter and lay still. The other turned 
and fled, Anderson went to the home 
of J. M. McFarlanc, 2300 Gainoa street, 
thinking the robber had been killed. 
But as he went up the steps the rob- 
ber pot to his feet and ran north 'on 
Gaincs street.

WASHINGTON.— (/P) — A five-day 


truce in the struggle between the au- 
tomobile industry and union men of 
its shops resulted Friday from the in- 
tervention 'of NRA in a determined 
effort to prevent a strike which might 
seriously threaten the recovery pro- 
gram. 


With the Executive Committee of 


the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce called to consider on Mon- 
day « mediation plan proposed by 
Hugh S. Johnson, recovery adminis- 
trator, labor leaders potsponcd the 
threatened walkout until Wednesday, 


'"If the answer is not satisfactory," 


said William Collins, chief organizer 
for the Detroit area, "the plants will 
be closed down Wednesday and work 
will remain suspended until the gov- 
ernment does enforce the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act." 


The principal issue involved is the 


company union. 


American Federation of Labor offic- 


ials asserted the right ot organization 
set forth in the Recovery Act had not 
been permitted by the employers of 
'.he industry. 
' 


Instead, they contended, the em- 


ployers have sought to establish com- 
pany-dominated unions and have used 
coercion and discrimination to prevent 
their employes from joining other la- 
bor organizations. 


General 
Johnson ' suggested 
two 


methods of settlement: (1) the crea- 
tion of a board which would hear and 
adjudicate the complaints of 
both 


workers and employers and (2) an 
election at which the workers would 
choose representatives for collective 
bargaining. 


These were proposed to William S. 


Knudscn, executive vice president of 
General Motors, and spokesman for 
the industry. He was understood to 
havo rejected the election idea and to 
have found some fault, too, with John- 
son's suggestions for a conciliation 
board. 


From a Icnghty conference with the 


NRA chief, Knudscn emerged with an 
announcement 
that 
the Executive 


Committee of the automobile chamber 
would meet in New York Monday to 
consider the situation and Johnson's 
proposals. The committee consists of 
Alvan Macauley, Alfred P. Sloan Jr., 
and Walter Chrysler.

tendent and charged him with the 
responsibility "for the most outrageous 
thing ever to occur in my memory." 


The trial was the first legal action 


taken after a bitter criticism of the 
state prison system 
by Prosecuting 


Attorney Harrell Harper, which be- 
gan when Decker came here to trans- 
fer four prisoners from the county 
jail to the penitentiary but allegedly 
tarried long enough to stage a "drunk- 
en party" from which one prisoner, 
B. R. Ballaid, convicted forger, es- 
carvd.

Marina Yurlova Went

NEW YORK—Marina Yurlova, still 


in her twenties and pretty, served as 
private in a Cossac'k 
regiment 


regiment throughout the World war, 
Accounted for her quota of destroction 
among the enemy, was the only sur- 
vivor of thirteen deputed to blow up 
a bridge, nearly lost a leg from one 
Wound and an arm from another, and 
was decorated several times for brav- 
ery. 


Yet she says that adventure is mere 


pastime. Only art, she maintains, is 
rail and worth while! 


Indeed, Marina, after exploits so 


fantastic-sounding that the publishers 
of the book recording them, demand- 
ed documentary evidence, 
is now 


working hard to become 
a 
really 


great dancer and hopes some day to 
start an art revolution in America, 
her adopted country. 


No Sympathy With War 


. "I have no sympathy with war," 
the Cossack girl said in the same 
level, matter-of-fact tone in which 
she tells convincingly of her incred- 
ible experience. 


"War is just a business arrangement 


among countries. It grows chiefly 
out of the vanity of leaders who stir 
the people's religion and patriotism 
for their own ends. If you told a Cos- 
sack 'We must save our country in 
the name of God,' he was primed to 
fight before the words were out of 
tfour mouth. 


'•That is the way it- is always in 


every country. Me, I do not want to 
fight again. I want only to work at 
my dancing nnd to see the United 
States begin to build an art structure 
of its own." 


Marina was nine when her strange 


adventures began. She was living that 
summer of 1914 in a Cossack village 
with her father, a Cossack 
captain, 


and the rest of the fan»ly. 


Daughter of Cossaack 


"To understand what happened to 


me, you must know a little about the 
Cossacks," she explained. "We have 
no nobles or rank except of the army. 
As a captain's daughter and a colonel's 
granddaughter, I had a French gov- 
erness and a German nurse to look 
after me, but was brought up with the 
villagers because every Cossack be- 
lieves himself the equal of anybody. 


"So it was not strange that one 


bright summer morning. I should bet; 
to be allowed to go to the fields with 
the workers and have my petition 
granted. I had done it many times 
before. But this was a fateful day. 


"When wo were in the fields, sud- 


denly the church bills in the village 
started ringing wilflTy. We all ran 
toward the square. 
Then came the 


Cossack soldiers riding over the hills, 
crying 'War! War ' They were aboul 
to take train to fight for czar and 
country. 


Leaves With Army 


"I was large for my age mid strong 


I pushed ahead 
with 
the 
women 


toward the station. When they crowd- 
ed into a train to follow their men to 
the battlefield, I wedged myself in, 
too. Nobody paid any attention to 
me. 


"When finally somebody did ask 


questions, I said I had no mother and 
my father was in the train ahead—a 
soldier. It was not true, of course. My 
family were left behind in our vil- 
lage und I have never seen them 
since. 


"I went on to a life so strange that 


it seems unbelievable sometimes even 
to mo. For days we were traveling 
in the Causacus on that train and 
finally we came to the Turkish bord- 
er. There I was handed from one 
person to another until I was finally 
adopted by my own regiment. They 
took care of me while they tried to 
find my 'father.' They gave me a 
uniform just like a boy's and I made 
myself useful currying horses, build- 
ing fires, making tea. 


Becomes a Soldier 


"I did not whine and the men be- 


gan to let me drill and take part in 
regular duly. After awhile they for- 
bot about my 'father' and I was sim- 
ply one of them, though of course 
they knew I was a girl, 


"I went to battle mcthwtih 
'"TET 


"I went to battle with them; was 


one of thirteen who volunteered to 
blow up a bridge and was the only 
one whoc amc back from that exploit. 
1 can remember crying 
only once. 


That was when the doctors were going 
to cut off my leg. Then I yelled so 
that they '.eft my leg on and today I 
have only a scar to show for the 
wound." 


Before adventure was finished with 


her, 
Marina underwent the Russian 


revolution and was 
passed 
along 


from the White army to the Red. 
needing medical treatment 
all Ihc

EL DORADO, Ark.—None of the 


court officials, the prosecuting 
at- 


torney nor the sheriffs of Ouachita 
or Union county had anything to do 
with obtaining « 10-day furlough for 
John Rogers, sentenced to 15 years in 
the penitentiary frojn Ouachita coun- 
ty last October fpr the robbery of a 
bank at Stephens, it was said here 
Friday. 


Rogers was 
granted 
a 
furlough, 


after he had served three months, 
and promptly vanished. 


Information from Little Rock was 


that tho petition for a furlough was 
signed by Joe K. Mahony, lawyer, and 
a group of El Dorado citizens. The 
furlough was granted by Governor 
Fulrcll effective February 12 and ex- 
pired February 22. Rogers has vio- 
lated the furlough by failing to return 
to prison. 


Mahony was out of the city Friday 


and will not return until Monday. 


Circuit Judge L. S. Brill, who sen- 


tenced Rogers along with Leon Far- 
ley, 
who since died at the Tucker 


farm, said that he had nothing to do 
with the granting of the furlough and 
was not consulted and did not know 
that Rogers had been granted a fur- 
lough until he read it in the paper. 


Information from Prosecuting At- 


torney Alvin Stevens' office was that 
the prosecuting attorney1 was not con- 
sulted and knew nothing of the fur- 
lough until it had 
been 
granted. 


Sheriff Grady Woollcy .said that he 
knew nothing of the furlough. Wool- 
lcy said that Rogers had been seen on 
the streets of El Dorado during the 
"life" of the furlough, but hud nol 
been seen since.

-If you don't want your child to 


grow up lacking faith and confi- 
dence in himself, give htm a pat 


. on the back occasionally. So Olive 


Rlberts Barton advises in another 
article in her series on modern 
child training. 


During the years before school, a 


little child is feeding his "self" in- 
stinct 


If he appears to be indifferent to 


the comfort of others it is not to be 
worried about. 


On the contrary he needs help in 


satisfying the urge that nature has 
put there. If he is to develop an as- 
surance and self-confidence it is now 
that the seed is well-sown and fer- 
tilized. 


The fertilizer is praise. 
It is quite common to give the lit- 


tle boy or girl material things to in- 
still a feeling of natural pride. This is 
a mistake. To be sure he needs toys, 
and many of them, to keep him busy. 
Also it does set up the "possession 
complex" which is strongly associat- 
ed with the "self complex." But when 
it comes to .assurance of worth in 
himself, possessions alone fall far short 
of the mark. 


•Praise Breeds Confidence 


Fraise is a powerful booster of sefl- 


respect. In the first place he is sus- 
picious that he cannot do things well, 
as of cqursp he can't 


Secondly, he is so busy with his 


many activities and impulses he is 
bound to have accidents and get into 
trouble. 


And thirdly, not 
having 
enough 


reason developed yet to act as a stay 
on his conduct, and having other pe- 
culiarities characteristic 
of 
young 


children, he may not always stock to 
truth but mix fantasy with fact. 


These things all make him very 


prone to criticism and scolding, or 
even ridicule just at a time when he 
needs the reverse. 


No one says this is not a hard prob- 


lem for a mother. It is indeed. To 
keep him bolstered in his own esteem 
and yet to train him to be a likable 
little person and not barge over ev- 
erybody around him is a real task. 


And yet it is surprising how much 


trouble can be avoided by this very 
process. Being mentally happy, he 
will be more placid, and there will 
be fewer daily storms. 


The other half, of course, is to have 


his, routine so regular that he will 
come to accept orders without too 
much stampeding. He can be, and 
should be, "conditioned" from early 
babyhood to habit. Habit 
plays a 


strong part in pre-school life. 


And being busy at congenial play 
sanother ally for the mother. 


Encourage Sensitive Type 


There will be trouble ,of course, and 
here will be bad times. But to work 
n some praise wherever possible ii 
building the thing all mothers want 
their children to have, confidence in 
self. Mothers of older children who 
lave little courage and no faith in 
themselves often wonder why this is 
so. It may be that in early child- 
icod they lost it. 


In families, it may be argued, some 


children do very well while others 
lack the qualities of leadership, un- 
der the same upbringing. This is due 
to the difference in the children them- 
selves, very likely. The two type 
before described in these articles ac 
count for much.

Do you realize how much you -de- 


pend on ordinary sanitary precau- 
tions for your health? 


In most large cities, the boards of 


health demand that dishes used in 
public eating places shall be rinsed-or 
sprayed thoroughly, or immersed in 
clean boiling water ior one minute 
before being, used again. If the tem- 
perature of the rinsging water is as 
low as 180 degrees, Fahrenheit, which 
is under the boiling point (212 de- 
grees), the dishes must be kept in the 
water for not less "than two minutes. 


In New Jersey, tfhere is a law that 


all utensils shall be treated with boil- 
ing water, or steam under pressure, 
for at least three minutes after ser- 
vice. 


Whenever dishes are wasned by use 


of machines, the safety -is more -cer- 
tain, because the machine usually re- 
quires boliing water and the use of 
thick soap solutions. 


In most hospitals the .-precautions 


about dish washing are very rigorous. 
After dishes are used, they/are clean- 


1 ed first and then boiled. 


The dishes .are leapt in cupboards 


which .are dry, well ventilated, and 
constantly watched to make certain 
they are free from dust or insects. 
Moreover, the employes who handle 
the dishes -are required to wash their 
hands throughly and frequently. 


Use of soap in dish washing is es-. 


pecially important, because 'the soap 
tends to kill germs, acting 
by 
Its, 


change in the physical conditions sur- 
rounding the igerms, rather than by 
any special antiseptis effect. 


For this reason, modern laundries 


which wash white clothes thoroughly 
in soap and water solutions tend to 
produce almost bacteriologically clean 
conditions of the clothing. 


If the clothing is exposed to sun- 


light for drying, and then to 'the -hoat 
lhat is necessary for suitable press- 
ing, additional safeguards against bac- 
terial- are involved. 


In addition to the cleaning of cloth- 


ing, bed linen, and dishes, the prob- 
lem of cleanliness involves removal 
of dust from floors and from the air 
in rooms ,as well as from furniture. 


The modern vacuum cleaner is, for 


that reason, a great aid in preventing 
infection. It picks >up dusts which may 
be contaminated with human excre- 
tions, and which .are not picked up 
by ordinary brushing or the use of a 
broom. 


You should see that your children 


particularly be taught habits of per- 
sonal cleanliness early in life. The 
desirability of washing the hands 
thoroughly before meals, and always 
after the lavatory, cannot be impress- 
ed upon the child too frequently. 


Use of an individual towel and de- 


sirability of having other personal art- 
icles, such as handkerchiefs and nap- 
kins, are other lessons which you 
should give to your children early in 
life 


These measures are important not 


only from the esthetic point of view, 
but also because they mean so much 
to the future health of the child. 


Medicines rightly used can be of| 


immense aid and comfort to the af- 
flicted; wrongly used, they may cause 
serious damage to the human body. 


When a doctor prescribes a medi- 


cine for you, it is for you alone, and 
not for anybody else in tile family. 
Hence, old prescriptions should not 
bo suved, but should be disposed of 
us soon as possible after you need 
them no longer. 


The doctor usually 
writes on his 


prescription, and the druggist recopies 
on the label, the directions for taking 
Ilio medicine. Therefore, when giv- 


ing medicine ito a sick person, be 
sure :you know .exactly what is on 
the bottle la'bel. 


•Because .spoons nowadays come in 


many. fanelhil shapes and sizes, each 
family should have a medicine .glass 
•With jtneaswes of various 'spoons re- 
•cordefl. .When a doctor prescribes a 
definite •number Of drops, the -drops 
should be measured with.,a-medicine 
dropper, and -not -by-guesswork. 


If liquid medicine is prescribed, -the 


bottle should be shaken 
thoroughly 


•each time before 
the 
medicine is 


"measured. 


Most medicine should >be mixed with 


a little mater when taken, but some- 
limes -the medicine may be put into 
th« mouth and washed flown,: with a 
swallow oJ water. Pills and. capsules' 
either should be handed to the patient 
rom the original package, so that he' 
may help himself, putting "the pill or 
capsule on the-back of the tongue and 
washing it down with a drink-of wat-, 
er, •or else brought to the patient ion- 
to spoon, so -.that -he -may -take the -pill' 
•or capsule from the .spoon. 


In other -words, the person who is 


wating on "the ipa'tisnt should not^osrr-, 
.ry the sapsules or pills in the jpatan 
of the hand, where ithey 'may %e soft- 
'ened 'or (disintegrated .by moisture or! 
contaminated -from the hands. 


(There are several ways in which 


medicines 'of unpleasant "taste may 'be 
made more -palatable. If very cold 
water t taken, it: win ^serve to cover 
the 'taste. 


There are many ways to disguise 


castor oil. 'One of the simplest is.-the 
so-called castor-oil sandwich, in which 
the -castor oil is poured on a layer of 
orange |uice and covered with another 
layer of orange juice. 


There are 
few 
remedies, -which

The following stuffed pepper salad 


is rather unusual and quite inexpen- 
sive. 


Stuffed Pepper Salad 


One cup cottage cheese, 4 table- 


spoons thinly sliced new green onions, 
I cup stoned and sliced 
cooked 


Tomorrow's Menu 


Breakfast: Grape juice, cereal, 


cream, scrambled eggs with sar- 
dines, graham toast, milk, coffee. 


Luncheon: Noodle soup, stuffed 


beet salad, cinnamon rolls, peach 
dainty, milk, tea. 


Dinner: Broiled sirloin steak, 


potatoes 
au 
gratin, 
buttered 


parsnips, stuffed 
pepper 
salad, 


date-nut and marshmallow pie, 
milk, coffee. 


prunes, % teaspoon salt, '/s teaspoon 
pepper, 2 large sweet green peppers. 


Remove tops from peppers and take 


out seeds and white pith. Drop into 
boiling water and boil three minutes, 
Drain and cool. Cut in slices one inch 
thick. Combine cottage cheese with 


onions, prunes, salt and pepped. Place 
popper rings on a bed of lettuce and 
fill each ring with cheese mixture. 
Use about tliree rings for each salad 
plate and put a spoonful of mayon- 
naise v in the center. 
Garnish with 


paper-thin slices of radish and a dash 
of paprika. 


Stuffed Peach Salad 


Pour fine halves of canned peaches, 


4 large stewed prunes, 1 small pack- 
age cream cheese, 2 teaspoons butter, 
2 teaspoons heavy cream, 2 table- 
spoons finely chopped 
nut 
meats 


mayonnaise, head lettuce. 


Choose the largest peaches you can 


find. Cream butter 
and 
work in 


cheese and creme. When perfectly 
blended add nuts and season lightly 
with salt. Remove stones from prunes 
and fill cavities with cheese mixture 
IHace each peach half on a bed ol 
ettuce, put a stuffed prune in each 
peach and garnish with mayonnaise. 


Mint Salad 


One package mint jelly of your 


preferred brand, 2 cups canned crush- 
2d pineapple, 1 fresh cucumber, Vs 
taspoon salt, lettuce, mayonnaise. 


Bring crushed pineapple and' juice 


to the boiling point. Add the pack- 
age of mint jelly and stir until dis- 
solved. Let stand until beginning to 
stiffen and add cucumber which has 
been pared and coarsely 
chopped, 


season lightly with salt and turn into 
molds to chill and become firm. Serve 
on a bed of lettuce with a garnish of 
mayonnaise,

Stuffed Beet Salad 


Mix chopped stuffed 
olives with 


cream cheese and use to stuff '-whole 
canned beets which have been scoop- 
ed out to form cups. Serve on a bed 
of shredded cabbage with plenty of 
French dressing.
